"The  25th  Annual  Putnam  County  Spelling  Bee,"  which  was  performed  by 
the  UMass  Dartmouth  Theatre  Company  April  22  through  25  in  the  Main 
Auditorium  of  the  Campus  Center,  is  mostly  just  that  -  a  spelling  bee.  But 
with  a  cast  of  awkward  and  quirky  adolescents  competing  against  each 
other  and  infused  with  some  mature  humor,  everyone  left  the  show  with 
more  than  just  an  increased  vocabulary. 

The  contestants  spelled  words  as  ridiculous  as  "crepuscule"  and  "lugubri- 
ous," but  particular  words  triggered  memories  for  the  contestants.  The 
lonely  Olive  Ostrovsky  sang  a  love  song  to  "My  Friend,  the  Dictionary,"  the 
home-schooled  Leaf  Coneybear  sang  "I'm  Not  That  Smart,"  while  the  na- 
sally afflicted  William  Barfee  crowed  about  his  secret  weapon,  "The  Magic 
Foot."  Logainne  Schwarzandgrubenierre  sang,  "Woe  Is  Me"  about  trying 
to  live  up  to  the  high  expectations  of  her  two  dads.  And  last  year's  winner.
